Horse, of the Blood Indians, addiessec 
the classes of the Strathmore Public 
School, and the High School. Address- 
Ing each group differentiy, Chief 
Mountain Horse, held his listeners’ at 
tention all through, and aroused a 
good deal of interest. He carried wit. 
him a large showcase of Indian mater- 
fals and utensils, and showed these to 
the students and explained their sign 
ificance, and their uges. 

He started off with an explanation 
of many of the old = Indian customs, 
scalping, hunting, the medicin« 
religion and so on. With a broad sense 
of humor, the chief kept his listeners 
laughing a good deal of the time. 
“The Indian man was the laziest cre 
ature God ever made,” asserted the 
chief in telling of the home life of the 
braves, The women did all the work, 
except the hunting and warring. 

Their paintings and beaded work all 
have some significance, sai Chief 
Mountain Horse; since the tribes left 
no recorded history, this was the only 
method of passing down trib.l jore. In 
all their stories, he said, there was 
nothing tht would substantiate tho 
theory being advanced by some of the 
contemporary archeologists that the 
Indians had first come from Europe 
across Behring Straits. 

The Indians idols were and still are 
e. basic part of the Indians religious 
beliefs. When hey pray to a tree or a 
stone, he said, they are not deifying it, 
but requesting that they may be 
granted the ripe old age of the tree, 
or stone. The Indian knew nothing of 
sin, be said—until the white man 
came, They wer taught that regard- 
less of their life on earth, they would

made by the parents. The groom ex- 
presses his choice the parents make 
the necessary preliminaries a teepee 
is furnished, and the bride’s parents 
bring the maiden to her new home 
amid a good deal of celebration.

Under 
this arrangement if the mails are 
properly addressed they will reach the 
Unit without any avoidable delay. We 
have found in the majority of cases 
where complaints are received that de- 
lay was due to an incomplete or — in- 
sufficient address on the letter or par- 
sel.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange 
Director— The Crop Testing Plan 


Many farmers have noticed a black 
spot, or smudge, on their wheat ker- 
nels and they are wondering whether 
it is safe to use such grain for seed 

This problem has been worrying the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
and Plant Pathologists ever since 
1923, when grain was badly affected 
with the same trouble. The black spot 
is caused by one of several fungous 
diseases, most probably the one which 
rejoices in the name of Helminthos- 
porium sativum. 

Plant Pathologists tell us that this 
disease may or may not carry over 
from teh affected seed into the next 
crop, but that if it does carry over, 
then the next crop might be severely 
damaged. It is found, however, that 
mercurial dusts sometimes partially 
or completely control this disease. 

It is recommended, therefore, that 
farmers should treat_a good sample of 
the grain they expect to use for seed 
with either Leytosen or Ceresan, and 
then should send about six ounces of 
this treated grain to the Dominion 
Seed Laboratory either at Winnipeg, 
Saskatoon or Calgary, for a germinat- 
ion test. If the germination is found 
to be less than 75 per cent, my own 
advice would be that the grain should 
not be used to sow a crop, but that 
disease-free seed should be procured,

KEEP MONEY FROM JAPAN 


‘Jap’ Oranges to Come From U. S— | OWn partner. 


Japanese or Mandarin oranges, 
which netted Japanese exporters thou- 
sands of dollars from Calgary alone 
last year, are going to be boycotted 
this season, so far as six or seven city 

wholesalers are concerned, it Was 
learned recently, 

City wholesalers felt the ban would 
indicate a point of loyalty to the Bri- 
tish Empire, 

This does not mean Calgarians will 
be denied such fruit for Christmas 
dinners and youngsters’ stockings. 
Wholesalers already have Louisiana 
Tangerines on the market and will be 
importing a lot more. Of very similar 
size, shape and flavor they will range 
from 25 to 30 cents a dozen. Apples 
too, from British Columbia, will be of- 
fered in large quantities. 

Last year, Calgary alone consumed 
about 31 carloads, or nearly $70,000 
worth of Japanese oranges, Southern 
Alberta used 43 carloads, worth 
$100,000, 

Wholesalers did not know the am- 
ount spent on Japanese oranges in 
Northern Alberta last year, but estim- 
ated it was t ehsame as in the south 
part of the province, It was expected 
demand would be similar this Christ- 
mas season, and citizens would not ob- 
ject to Louisianna oranges and B. ©. 
apples. In this way, Albertans could 
keep large sums from going to Japan. 

A similar movement has been start- 
ed in the Okanagan Valley of B. C. 
All grocers there were contacted, and 
agreed it would be advisable to refuse 
to purchase any of these oranges. 

Japanese oranges are shipped every 
year on a strict consignment basis. If 
they are not sold, the only one to take 
a loss is the Japanese exporter, who 
has taken the gamble. The fruit is 
sent F. O. B., Vancouver and if no 
whloesalers order it, its just too bad 
for the Japanese exporters,
